Board of Trade Addition Is Legally 


a Part of Clay Township, 


An Interesting Discovery 
Made by 


Attorney Joseph. Coates—He Will 


Complete the Records 


Attorney Joseph P. Coates. while 


investigating the proposed bound- 
ary line for the new addition which 
it is expected to annex to Ports- 
mouth, made an interesting discov- 
ery the other day. 


lie found that the necessary legal 


steps had never been taken to com- 
plete the 
annexation of what is 


known as the Board of Trade addi- 
tion 10 the city. 
All 
that was 


done was to pass the preliminary or- 
dinance and petition the county 
commissioners to allow that section 
to be taken from Clay township ;tnd 
added to the city, or Wayne town- 
ship. 


The law provides that after the 


commissioners 
have taken 
action 


granting this petition, the city 
council shall then pass a 
ratifying 


ordinance and shall have plats made 
of the addition arid filed. 
One plat 


Is to be filed at the ollicc of the sec- 
retary of state and the other at the 
county auditors ollice. 


Mr. Coates found that aside 
from 


the preliminary steps nothing was 
done and that the annexation was 
never legally completed. FIc has ar- 
ranged with the commissioners to 
complete the records so far as they 
are concerned, and no doubt w i l l be 
granted the same authority by the I 
city. 
I 


This might lead to some embar- 


rassing complications. For instance, 
if a president of the Hoard of Trade 
were arrested before 'Squire J f a l l his 
attorney might set up the plea that 
he is a resident of Clay township 
and tuat Hall has no j u r i s d i c t i o n .
